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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 25 depends from canceled claim 14 raise new 112 second paragraph issue. The phrase "the liposome 
having an average diameter in the range of 100-1000 urn" in amended claim 13 raise new matter issue. Page 20, lines 1-8, of the 
specification fails to provide sufficient support for the phrase. The specification only discloses range 500-1000 nm or 100-400 nm of a 
vesicle diameter but fails to provide support for a liposome having an average diameter in the range of 100-1000 urn. Further, the phrase 
"said nucleic acid and said assistor protein are both associated with the same liposomes" in amended claim 13 also raise new matter 
issue because no support for said phrase has been disclosed in the specification . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Since the amendment filed 2-28-07 will NOT be 
entered, the argument in said amendment is rendered moot. The claims remain rejected for the reasons of record.
